Misguided Voting 


HE war in Noren can be regarded as 
virtually at on end, What follows ts 

the equally delicate subject of the future 
of that country. The United Nations 
General Assembly has yoled with decistye- 
ness in favour of n plan to safeguard 
that future; to make Korean a strong 
country, unified by the principles of 
Demvcracy. ‘Nevertheless, while xome- 
thing better than the requisite two-thirds 
mijority wan obtained for the overall 
resolution, as well as its component parts, 
the voting in some respects Wag kome- 
what disconcerting.

President Marechal asked 
Von Falkenhausen: “Don't you 
think, these deportations were 
contrary to human rights?"
